and re-elected to a third termin February 1999; and

VWHEREAS, Alderman D xon's duties included hosting "ward
night" every Mnday evening to register the community's
concerns or conplaints; hosting comunity meetings to bring
inportant information to the residents of the 8th Ward;
at t endi ng bl ock club neetings to neet and greet the
constituents; hosting anti-crime marches; hosting housing
sem nars; hosti ng cl ean-up canpai gns; hosti ng free
i mmuni zations for school age children at her ward office; and

hosti ng an annual back-to-school parade; and

WHEREAS, Alderman Dixon was elected chairman of the
Commttee on the Budget and Governnent Operations in August
1994 by the Chicago City Council; she was the first woman in
city governnment to hold this position, which has jurisdiction
over all matters concerning the organization, reorganization,
and efficient managenent of city governnent, as well as
federal and State | egislation and adm nistrative regulations
that pertain to city governnent; in addition, she served as
Chai rman of the Sub-Commttee on MBE/ WBE and Affirmative

Action Matters of the Conmttee on the Budget; and

VVHEREAS, Al der man Lorr ai ne L. Di xon served as a
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co-sponsor of Chicago's first series of "Contractor and
Vendor Fair for Mnority and Wnen- Omed Busi nesses,"” which
hel ped educate mnority entrepreneurs on becomng certified
with the Cty of Chicago to be eligible to wn city

contracts; and

VWHEREAS, |In addition to her aldermanic responsibilities,
Chai rman D xon was el ected President Pro-Tenpore of the City

Council by the Chicago Gty Council in January of 1993; and

WHEREAS, Alderman Dixon was an active nenber in the
political arena; she served as chief-of-staff for t he
Commttee on Energy, chief =zoning admnistrator for the
Comm ttee on Zoning and worked in the Departnment of Human
Services as a personnel counselor and a training technician;
in addition, she was past Chairman of the Commttee on Hunman

Rel ati ons; and

VWHEREAS, Alderman D xon held nenberships on nunerous
boards and participated in a variety of comuni ty
organi zations to learn first hand the needs and issues of the
community; sone of her numerous menberships included the 8th
Ward Denocratic Organi zation, the Board of Directors of the
87th Street Chanber of Commerce, and the Jackson Park
Hospital; in addition, she held nenberships in nunmerous

pr of essi onal and vol unteer organi zations; and
